Though  the  number  of  cases  of  measles  and  v/hooping  cough 
notified  is  small,  reports  received  from  the  Head  teachers  of 
schools  in  the  area^shev/s  that  during  1943  more  cases  of  both 
ihese  infectious  diseases  occurred.  In  many  cases,  the 
diagnosis  hc.ving  been  made  v/hen  the  first  cases  occurred, 
oubsequei'-t  cases  have  not  been  attended  by  a doctor;  rand  there- 
fore have  not  been  officially  notified.  In  neither  case  was 
she  3pid;a-iiG  a severe  one,  It^s  satisfactory  to  note  that  no 
case  of  diphLheria  occurred  throughout  the  e^ear. 


III  i:::U!:i5^TIQH  nGAlHST  DIZHTHYRIA. 

The  canpaigrgf or  immunising  children  up  to  Ip  yoars  of  age 
.vas  continued  throughout  the  year.  Schools  were  revisited; 

.'.nd  every  enccuragoe'ient  given  to  p-irents  through  the  Health 
visitors;  sohocl  teachers  and  posters  end  circulars  on  the 
subject.

The  above  percentage  v/ere  based  on  the  figures  furnished 
by  the  .Local  Food  Office,  In  a nuiniber  of  the  schools  9Q  or 
100^^  of  the  children  have  been  immunised;  so  that  it  i^  likely 
that  the  correct  percentage  is  higher  than  that  given  aUnv©; 
the  explanation  being  that  a number  of  the  younger  chlldm. 
had  been  immunised  before  they  becsime  resident  in  this  area  and 
there  is  no  way  of  ascertaining  that-  number,  with  any  degree 
of  accuracy.  Though  the  number  of  1-3  years  old  immunised 
during  1943  represents  a better  jjroportion  of  young  chil-Iren, 
i.e.  2 or  3 years  old,  the  response  still  leaves  much  fe# 
desired. 


IV . GOVSPM.ILNT  EVACUATION  L-QHFl/IS. 

On  December  3'^st  I943  there  were,  in  the  Rural  Area, 

73  unaccompanied  cliildren,  7 mothers  vath  12  accomp'-tnied 
children,  luid  I6  other  adults, A number  of  the  schoolehidren 
evacuated  into  the  area  in  1939  1940  reached  school 

leaving  age;  and  have  now?  started  work  in  their  home  towns 
or  elsewhere.  The  general  health  of  the  evacuated  children 
has  been  good;  snd  the  ino.idonoe  of  impetigo  and  scabies 
has  been  no  greater  in  these  children  than  in  children 
permanently  living  in  this  area, 

Hatherlwigh  Sick  Bay,  abergavenny  has  proved  a great  asset  in 
treatment  of  scabies  and  impetigo;  and  has  considerably 
shortened  the  treaeUnent  and  absence  from  school, 

V.  TUBERGUJy^ISo 


it  is  regrettable  that  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  ■ 
case  of  Tuberculosis  notified;  and  that  a considerable  proport- 
ion are  glandular  infections  in  children.  Since  thistye  of 
infection  is  dus  to  bovine  infeetion  (through  milk)  it  is 
obviously  desirable' tha.t  grea^t  attention  should  be  paid  to  the 
health  of  the  herds,  and  the  cleanliness  of  cowsheds  etc; 
particularly  now;  such  a large  proportion  of  school  children 
drink  more  milk  than  ever  before.

During  September  and  October  the  Borough  supply  was 
augmented  from  the  Tynyv\'ern  supply  to  the  extent  of  2 million 
413  thousand  gallons. 

A 1'"  pipe  was  laid  from  the  Llanvihangel  main  to  Cross- 
way cottages  to  supply  the  six  dwellings  there.

Allv/s  supply  was  overhauled  and  a new  pump  installed 


PWLLDUl 

A 2,000  gallon,  concrete  tank  v/as  installed  to  supply 
the  iiihabitants  of  Pwlldu  and  the  canteen  connected  with 
the  open-cast  coal  recoveiy  v*/ork.s. 

A number  of  minor-  repairs  were  carried  on  through-out 
the  District;  and  a satisfactory  bacteriologioal  report  was 
obtained  on  samples  from  the  Brynjgweriinwell  which  had  been 
causing  considerable  anxiety  owing  to  the  persirstent  and 
unexplained  pollution  .>

A 1”  connection  was  taken  from  the  tank  at  Llanarth 
Estate  supply  to  the  t'wo  new  agricultural  cottages .
